failure of the German alr-raid is held to con-

Approach to Italy 


Count Ciano's visit to Berlin, at the request 
of Herr Hitler, will be watched ‘with the closest 
attention, for, obviously, Der Puchrer is making 
the unconditional 
support of Italy for his future polleles, It re= 
‘mains to be seen whether the oficial overtures 
for peace will be made through the intermedia- 
Hon of the Italian Government, though the fact 
that ‘its Foreign Minister has’ gone. to Berlin 
seems to stiggest that this may be the case. AK 
‘matters stand Haly seems to be the only country 
‘whose Government could with propriety under- 
fake the task of communicating the German 
peace proposals to the Allies, for if the 
‘argument holds good that by doing so she was 
ecognizing: the conquest of Poland, it may be 
pointed out that there would be ‘nothing ine 
congruous in Italy doing so. There is very litle 
to suggest that Italy will, at any rate for the 
time being, abandon that neutrality upon which 
she decided at the outbreak of war, Obviously 
her best interests are served by keeping as 
completely out of the struggle as possible, while 
it is unlikely that Germany will seek to press 
hher to come into the war on her side, for by 
[doing so much of the value of the Siegfried line 
would vanish, Obviously with a hostile Italy. 
Jan opening would be given the Allies to Invade 
Italy, and force her, and Germany to fight it 
out on the plains of northern Lombardy, and 
that is something which the Germans do not 
fat present care to envisage. The Reich is un 
fdoubtedly aware that, whatever may be the 
relations between itself, and the Italian Govern= 
‘ment, there is no burning affection between the 
Halian people and the German, in addition to 
which there has been demonstrated no enthus- 
fasm ‘for this war by. the Italians, ‘who very 
clearly wish to keep out of trouble if at all 
possible. This view seems to be supported by 
the opinions of politieal quarters in Rome, which 
[consider that, in the face of the probable rejee- 
tion of its peace proposals, the Reich will wish 
to obtain from Italy a definition of neutrality 
as favourable to its interests as possible. How 
far Rome wilt be able to meet Berlin's wishes 
in this matter remains to be seon, but It has 
to be borne in mind that Signor Mussolini was 
always ayainst Herr Hitler plunging Europe 
into war over the question ‘of Danzig an 
Poland, and will in all probability fect no 
greater enthusiasm now that the strugile has 
been precipitated. Seen from a realistie point 
lof view it is quite clear that whatever Germany 
hhas to offer Italy can only be dependent upon 
Ja vielory for the Axis. Signor Mussolini might 
very well be a little sceptical about any’ stich 
promises dependent upon Hery Hitler's wild 
Jzamble. The scene has very greatly changed 
from the days when Herr Miter absolved Italy

PRESSURE ON NEUTRALS 

Sept. 27. 
‘The news,.that Germany is exerting very 
considerable’ pressure upon the European 
neutral Powers to abandon their neutrality 
in her favour, is emphasized by the recent 
telegrams reporting the sinking of Swedish, 
and Finnish shipping carrying cargoes to 
Britain, by German submarines. That the 
‘whole procedure, which is hopelessly illegal, 
carries no weight with the German Govern- 
ment is apparent, for they are endeavouring 
to exercise the rights of blockade when in 
fact, in international law, no blockade exists. 
It Is necessary to recall ‘that for a blockade 
to be legal it has to’ be completely effective, 
or nearly so as to make very little differ- 
ence. That the Geran submarine blockade 
of Britain is not complete or even approxi- 
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quently not the slightest justification for the 
sinking of neutral vessels by the German 
navy. ‘The system of contraband control, 
‘which Great Britain has introduced, follow- 
ing the precedent of the last war, is an 
cenirely different matter as has already been 
Pointed out, and is, moreover, merely the 
Proper exercise of belligerent rights for 
which there is ample authority. New des- 
Datches, which have recently come to hand, 
suggest’ that German representations have 
been addressed to neutral countries warning 
them that they would be guilty of a breach 
‘of neutrality if they entered into war trade 
agreements with Great Britain, the effect of 
which would be to limit thelr exports to Ger- 
many, and of overseas goods allowed to pass 
in transit over their territory into Germany. 
‘The answer to the German contention re- 
garding goods in transit is simple. Neutrals 
are compelled to enter into agreement with 
the Allies whereby such goods do not reach 
Germany, because if they do not the Allies 
would stop them anyhow, and, perhaps, 
others as well, by belligerent action on the 
seas. In other words a neutral can only 
assure its own domestic supplies by unde: 
faking thot what is allowed to pass the 
British and French, Meets will only’ be used 
for the neutral's own purposes, and that it 
will not serve as an entrepét for the purpose 
of assisting Germany to make imports whieh 
otherwise she would be unable to do. 

‘To sum up, the object of a neutral in 
agreeing with the Allies is not to assist them, 
or to harm Germany, but to make sure that 
its own normal needs will be supplied. This 
is perfectly legal, and something to which 
no valid objection can be taken. “As regards 
any war trade agreement to limit a neutral’s 
exports to Germany to a certain maximum 
this can probably be justified by a reference 
to the need of the neutral to conserve its own 
resources, and this is particularly the 
case If the neutral has established a general 
system of export restrictions, and licensing. 
‘The technical *answer to an accusation of 
breach of neutrality is that the mere fact 
that a neutral enters into a war trade agree 
‘ment with one belligerent does not involve 
any breach of neutrality so long as the 
neutral does not refuse to discuss, and, other 
things being equal, to enter into a war trade 
agreement with the other belligerent. ‘That 
this argument is a good one may be adduced 
from the fact that during the last war many 
noutrals had such agreements with Germany 
fy well as with the Allies. “It is of course 
true that if a neutral, say, for example, Den 
mark agrees with the Allies not to export 
more than a certain quantity of bacon to 
Germany she cannot subsequently agree to 
send her more than the stipulated amount 
without being guilty of a breach of neutral 
ity; on the other hand there is nothing to 
prevent her agreging with Germany that just 
as she will not supply her with more than a 
certain amount of the comestible, s0 also will 
she not send to the Allies more than that 
amount. Broadly speaking a neutral should 
hot agree upon a restriction of her exports 
to one side which she is not in like circum 
stances prepared to place on exports to the 
other, nor agree to grant facilities or sup- 
plies to one, which she is not prepared, in 
the same conditions, to grant to the other, 
and provided these’ rules are observed no 
infringement of neutrality is involved by 
entering into war trade agreements with 
either side. ‘The only real test, however, is 
whether such agreements discriminate "in 
favour of one side or the othér. If they do 
then there is definite breach of neutrality. 

‘Under a recent agreement with Germany, 
Denmark may be held by implication to have 
undertaken to limit her exports to Great 
Britain in war tinie to “normal exports.” 
‘There is nothing in this to preclude he: from 
also agreeing with Great Britain to place a 
like limitation upon her trade with Germany, 
and indeed if she did not do so, if, in fact, 
taking advantage of the sittation,’ she in 
creased her exports to Germany over their 
normal volume, she would’ be guilty 
of a breach of neutrality. She is certainly 
not bound to refrain from undertaking not 
to increase her trade with Germany. ‘The 
experience of the last war was that when 
Great Britain, and France commenced. the 
system of contraband, in the absence of a 
complete blockade, which was difficult to 
maintain, certain’ of the neutrals abut 
ting Germany saw their trade mount by 
leaps, and bounds, owing to the enormous 
amount of goods’ in. transit for Germany 
which was passing through them. “It was 
possible by agreement with the neutrals and 
‘even with one source of supply, before the 
United States entered the war, for the Allies 
to establish control of the goods destined for 
neutral countries with the result that the 
system of contraband control proved an 
fffective economic weapon. Tt is’ that same 
system which is being applied now, and there 
Is every reason to believe it will prove just 
as effective as Germany undoubtedly fears. 
It is because of that anxiely that the German 
Government is endeavouring to break down 
the system by menacing the neutrals with 
the threat that “he who is not for us_is 
against us:

COURTING MOSCOW 
Sept, 28. 

With the approaching close of the Soviet- | 
German conquest of Poland, and the lull on 
the western front, to which Germany ap- 
pears to be hurrying reinforcements, the 
comings, ond goings of diplomatic represent~ 
tives of such countries as Esthonia, Turkey 
and the Reich to Moscow are necessarily at- 
tracting attention. ‘This all goes to prove 
that the centre of importance has been 
transferred from Berlin -to the Russian ca~ 
pital, and that M, Josef Stalin is, at any rate 
for the moment, filling the prominent réle, 
in Europe, which formerly was played by 
Herr Hitler, It would certainly appear that, 
so far as Esthonia is concerned, sooner, 
or later, @ fiat will be issued from the Rus 
sian Berchtesgaden which may seriously af- 
fect the future of that little country, and, 
if it does not entirely lose its independence, 
it may nevertheless find itself subject to 
‘some form of control which it feared from 
Germany, and is now likely to receive from 
Russia, ‘The reports that Russia will demand 
free zones in Esthonian ports and the right 
to establish garrisons in them for the pro- 
tection of Russian interests, if it means any- 
thing at all, surely indicates that the Kremlin 
is taking steps to avert whatever moves in 
that direction Germany may have contem~ 
plated in the past, and may still be holding 
in abeyance. Russia is undoubtedly seeking 
to protect her own interests in Esthonia by 
protecting her against German aggression, 
which Moscow always considered a possi~ 
bility never to be lost sight of. Whether 
ultimately Lithuania will follow the same 
fate remains to be seen, but if Russia is 
secking to secure the restoration of her 
coast line on the Baltic Sea as it existed 
before the last war it need be no occasion’ 
for surprise. Countries are always apt to 
seck to revise divisions which have been 
made at thelr expense, and not all the doc- 
trine of self-determination of nations, or 
peoples can deny that fact. That this may 
give worry to the Germans goes almost 
without saying, for if developments do pro- 
ceed along these lines the Reich will be mak- 
ing but another instalment on the price she 
is paying for Russian assistance in Poland, 

The visit of the Turkish Minister for 
Foreign Affairs to Moscow is another im- 
portant development. The frieridship be- 
tween Turkey, and Russia is of long stand- 
ing, and the former, having entered into 
definitely friendly relations with Britain and 
France, against whom, at any rate tem- 
porarily, Russian policy is directed, may be 
Subjected to pressure to modify those as~ 
surances of support which the Turkish Gov- 
ernment gave only a few weeks back. On 
the other hand the discussions may be for 
the purpose of securing Turkish support for 
any policy of resistance which Russia may 
decide to offer to any German attempt to 
expand into the Balkans. That Herr von 
Ribbentrop, the Reich Foreign Minister is 
going to Moscow for the purpose of en- 
deavouring to contract a formal alliance be~ 
tween Germany and Russia,—it is note- 
worthy that German diplomats are doing the 
visiting now, — is well within the bounds of 
probability. "As it has been seen, there was 
something more than an anti-aggression pact 
arrived at the last time Herr von Ribbentrop 
went to Moscow, and there is now the 
probability that Herr Hitler is in a great 
hurry to obtain a formal alliance in order 
to strengthen his own position when he 
makes the long-expected appeal for peace 
based upon the situation as it now exists in 
Poland. If that is indeed his desire, then it 
may be taken for granted that he will offer 
no serious resistance to Russian designs so 
far us Esthonia is concerned, while what 
else he will have to give up in order to 
obtain his way remains to be seen. Herr 
Hitler seems to be getting in the same posi- 
tion as a desperate borrower when he falls 
into the clutches of an insatiable money- 
lender, and it is quite apparent that, the more 
he wants, the higher will be the price of the 
accommodation afforded him. Of course 
were he to obtain a formal alliance 
with Russia he would have considerably 
strengthened his position vis-i-vis of the 
Alllies, for the threat of the extension of the 
present struggle into other possible theatres 
‘of war would be a grave one. 

But there is a vast distance between se- 
curing an alliance with Russia and persuad- 
j ins her to Nght for Germany. M. may 

be playing the skilful game of a bold op- 
portunist, but he is hardly likely to enter 
into a struggle which might imperil his own 
Position domestically without prospects of 
rewards at least commensurate with the 
[risks he would be taking. Those Germany 
thas not within her power to offer, and 

nan extension of the war to other places 
where the Allies might be open to attack, 
Russia would have to fight, and fight hard 
for whatever she might hope to gain. ‘There 
is another important point which must not 
be overlooked. If it is true that because of 
jer own state, Russia at peace will be 
































‘and foodstufls, how much less wonld she be 
able to do so if she found herself engaged 
in war? A Russia at peace might be able 
to render some assistance to Germany in the 
manner best calculated to be of real value 
Russia at war would need all her supplies 
for herself, On those grounds it would seem 
that Herr Hitler will defeat himself if indeed 
he succeeds in obtaining the desired alliance 
and persuades the Kremlin to join him in a 
freebooting war. The whole weakness of 
Herr Hitler's position has been shown ever 
since hostilities began, for he has apparently 
convinced himself that the assistance of 
others is necessary to carry out what at one 
time he believed ihe eculd do for himself. An 
alliance with Russia would prima facie place 
him in a very strong position when he comes 
to announcing his terms for peace. ‘The pos- 
sibilities of such a union, however, have at 
no time been minimized, if he succeeds in 
his negotiations with Moscow, the situation 
will not be very radically changed, and there 
is every prospect that any overtures for 
peace which he may care to make will be 
as firmly rejected in the face of a :Russo~ 
German alliance as they would “be In Its 























A WAR BUDGET 
Sept. 20. 

‘The speed with which the necessary resolu- 
tions were passed following the: announce- 
ment by the Chancellor of the Exchequer of 
his War Emergency Budget, and the general 
absence of any real criticism from the Op- 
position is significant of the attitude of the 
House of Commons towards the War, and 
representative of public opinion throughout 
the country. Indeed the huge sums asked 
for, the very substantial increase in taxa- 
tion, and the readiness with which these 
have been accepted is the best possible 
answer to those who would attempt to see 
some signs of weakening on the part either 
of Great Britain or France in maintaining 
the sternest possible resistance against the 
aggression of Herr Hitler's Government, 
‘The large amount of money which it is de- 
signed to raise is not only Indicative of that 
determination, but is also a demonstration 
of the financial soundness of the British 
system, for it is apparent that one of the 
objects which the Chancellor has in mind is 
to furnish funds for the war as far as pos- 
sible out of current account, and to place as 
small a burden as possible upon posterity, 
by limiting the amounts to be raised by 
means of loans. ‘There is, nevertheless, the 
uncomfortable knowledge that, with .all this 
care at least half the cust of tho waz will 
have to be met by pledging the futur 
‘The dimensions of this new demand which 
hax been made upon the taxpayer is best 
realized when it is remembered that Sir John 
Simon's budget, which he introduced on 
April 25, in its turn provided for quite sub- 
stantial increases, Income tax then remained 
untouched at 5s. 6d., while the National De- 
fence Contribution was also unaltered. ‘The 
Surtax was increased from 10 to 15 per cent. 
‘on incomes between £2,000 and £8,000 and 
to 20 per cont. above that figure. The duty 
on estates over £50,000 was increased by 10 
per cent, ‘The tax on motor cars was raised 
from, 15/- to 25/- a unit of horsepower, 
tobacco was obliged to pay a further 14d. 
fan ounce, while the duty on foreign sugar 
was raised by Yd. ‘These were all sub- 
stantial increases necessitated Britain's pre- 
paredness programme, but, despite thelr size, 
were accepted by the legislature, and the 
country as an inevitable consequence of the 
times. 

Nevertheless, viewed against the previous 
Budget, what’ is asked for now is even 
greater. Estate ditties are increased by 10 per 
cent. on estates valued from £10,000 to £50,- 
000, and by 20 per cent. or estates worth more 
than the latter tum, Beer, which was left 
‘alone in April, has tv carry another Id. a, 
pint, The basic duty on spirits, also left alone 
in the last Budget has been sent up by 10/- 
a proof gallon, ‘Tobacco has to carry another 
1%d. an ounce, making an inerease of 3d. 
within the space of a few months; another 
4d. & pound has been put on sugar; while 
2/- and 4/- a gallon have been added on 
Night and heavy wines respectively. ‘The 
Budget of April 25 was estimated to yield 
an additional £24,270,000 in a full year, 
while the Chancellor’s emergency Budget 
should bring in an extra £107,000,000 during 
the remainder of this year and £226,500,000 
next year. Roughly speaking an inerease in 
a full year will be approximately equal to 
nine times that which was provided for in 
this year's ordinary Budget. It is apparent 
that Sir John Simon is taking a broad view 
of the requirements likely to be created in 
the prosecution of hostilities. While reckless 
expenditure can never be excused, it is none- 
theless true that in war money has to become 
a secondary consideration as compared with 
what it is desired to achieve. It is a far 
ery back to thirty years ago when income 
tax stood at 1s. Od., but much has happened 
since then, including the last war which took 
this particular impost up to 6/- in the £ 
in 1918, It is natural to wonder what figure 
will be reached by the time the present war 
is brought to a close, but this is quite cer- 
tain, if greater demands are made upon the 
British taxpayer they will be met, probably 
ot with a great deal of joy, but at any rate 
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money wisely laid out ‘This generation 
‘owes it to itself and posterity to see that 
this menace shall be destroyed. 

It would undoubtedly have been popular 
it the Chancellor of the Exchequer, instead 
of the 60 per cent. excess profits tax modell- 
ed on the armaments profits duty and ap- 
plied over the whole field of trade and in- 
dustry, had been able to devise some means 
whereby there should be no excess profits 
at all made in the provision of armaments. 
Despite the fact that under present arrange- 
‘ments profiteering has been put under some 
sort of control, mere taxation of excess pro~ 
fits may in the long run defeat its own end 
by Inducing profiteers to seek more profits, 
even if the greater proportion of them do 
return to the state. That, of course, is a 
counsel of perfection, and probably’ very 
dificult to carry into effect. Of the capacity 
of the nation to shoulder such a burden as 
Sir John has laid upon it there is not the 
slightest room for doubt. Compared with 
previous Budgets this one Is almost of stag- 
ering proportions, but it must be remember- 
ed that there is a great deal of money 
Britain, in fact at times it has been claimed 
that there has been too much, and with the 
Increase of revenue to the extent proposed, 
and the consequently greater ability to ser~ 
vice loans, war bond issues when they come 
to be put’ out should be an attractive form 
of investment, especially if they are to carry 
the rates of ‘interest which some of them 
aid in connection with the last war, There 
need, therefore, be not thé slightest anxiety 
over’ the ability of Britain to carry the 
burden, Not yet has the government been 
obliged to stray from the path of orthodox 
Anance, and there is reason to believe that 
there is very little likelihood of that ever 
occurring. That this increased taxation will 
have a very definite effect upon the living 
standards of the people may be taken for 
granted ; some of the taxes will represent 
‘a very ‘immediate effect upon the small 
taxpayer, especially with regard to his 
sugar, tobacco and beer, but the first survey 
of the Budget suggests that it has been 
drawn up in a manner to ensure that it shall 
weigh proportionally upon all classes, a wise 
thing to do as it removes all opportunity for 
criticism. 











MOSCOW MANGEUVRES 
Sept. 30. 

‘The urrival of newspapers from Britain 
issed after the announcement of the Soviet 
German non-aggression pact, with all that 
has subsequently developed’ from that in- 
teresting document, throws an’ interesting 
Night on what it is ‘believed is happening in 
Moscow. ‘The breakdown of the Anglo- 
French negotiations with Moscow, it now 
transpires, was because of two things. Russia 
demanded that her armies should be allowed 
to enter Poland to assist that country in the 
‘event of war with Germany, and also de- 
manded that large portions of eastern Poland 
should be given her in exchange for her 
help, That story, it is true, was indignantly 
denied at the time by Marshal Voroshilov, 
but the truth of his denial may be assessed 
by the fact that by uniting with Germany 
that Js exactly what Moscow has gained. In 
short, refusal by Poland to allow the passage 
of Russian armies over her soil, and refusal 
on the par€ of the Allies to agree to a parti- 
tion of Poland in Russia's favour led M. 
Stalin to go to another customer, Germany, 
who was willing to pay the price he demand 
ed, Rumours that the partition of Poland 
was considered and agreed upon at the time 
of the negotiation of the anti-aggression pact 
are now proved to be correct, and the main 
question with which political observers are 
now concerned, is exactly what M. Stalin 
will have managed to screw out of Herr von 
Ribbentrop during the course of his visit’ 
to Moscow this week. On this point there 
are two very interesting suggestions; the one 
that Germany, Russia, and Italy shall agree 
to the establishment of a new League of 
Nations embracing the Balkan, Baltic and 
Scandinavian blocs for the ' purpose of 
establishing a totalitarian peace in Europe; 
and the other that Russia should proceed 
with German agreement to establish a Rus- 
sian hegemony in the Balkans, the Black 
Sea region, and the northern European 
states. ‘There does not on the face of it 
appear to be very much real difference be- 
tween the two suygestions, for briefly sum- 
med up they amount to a tolalitarian domina- 
tion of all the countries covered by the above 
categories. 

‘The rumoured scheme for a new League 
of Nations is an interesting one, and may in 
some of its aspects be designed’ fo appeal to 
public opinion in the United States, but only 
that section which is content not to peer 
below the surface. A league with three 
Powers such as Russia, Italy and Germany, 
and the galaxy of smaller States would in 
effect be a body completely dominated by 
those three, all the rest being subordinated 
to their control, and in fact having no souls 
to call their own. ‘The decisions of such a 
League would be the decisions of the big 
three, while the decisions of the big three 
would undoubtedly be those of M. Stalin. 
It might be premature to state that such an 
arrangement would be nothing but the pre- 
lude to the Bolshevization of the whole of 
the countries coming within the purview of 
the scheme, but it must be quite apparent 
that, under any such system, the way for 











the Third Internationale to go about the 
work of proselytization would be made plain, 
‘and that, sooner or Jater, an enormous step 
‘would have been achieved towards the goal 
of universal communism. ‘The other sugges~ 
tion of an attempt being made to secure an 
extensive Russian political hegemony stretch- 
ing from the Arctic to the Black Sea has 
about it precisely the same implications. The 
encouragement of Germany to enter into 
Poland, which was given with the non- 
‘aggression pact, was plainly an attempt to 
reoceupy Herr Hitler in the West, by reason 
of the intervention of Britain and France in 
Poland's behalf. ‘That so far it has succeed- 
ed is because Herr Hitler manceuvred him- 
self into a position from which he could not 
withdraw without very serious loss of pres 
{ige, and the German leader now stands con- 
demned to courses from which probably he 
‘would have refrained had he not felt con- 
vinced that the Allies again would not fight. 
He is no longer playing his own game, but 
that of M. Stalin. ‘That is the reason ‘why 
Moscow is the venue of these negotiations, 
‘and why German representatives are going 
cap-in-hand to him who up to a few weeks 
‘ago was regarded as their arch enemy. 

‘Against all this it is reported that Soviet 
Russia will maintain an attitude of the strict- 
est neutrality. There is really no reason 
why, at any rate for the present, she should 
do anything else. She will have secured 
German abandonment of all plans for expan~ 
sion in eastern and south-eastern Russia, 
and .will have forced Germany to abandon 
those very objectives for which Herr Hitler 
Jaunched this present war. A French re- 
view of the situation states that some 
quarters find it difficult to believe that Herr 
Hitler will docilely swallow the bitter pill 
which M. Stalin has prepared for him, for 
German influence in east and south-east 
Europe are essential to the realization of 
Herr Hitler's war aims. But Der Fuchrer’ 
has no option; he has started to sup with 
‘the devil, and finds himself unequipped with 
‘sufficiently long spoon. He has been over- 
reached in Poland, and is likely to be so in 
Jail those other regions upon which he has 
set 30 covetous an eye. The measure of his 
desperation will best be ascertained when 
the .results of the negotiations in Moscow 
come to be made known, and if either of 
the reports which have been reviewed above 
prove to have anything like a resemblance 
to the actual facts, then he is in a parlous 
state indeed. The’ position of Italy in this 
matter is interesting. Led by a man who 
‘went out to save his country from the menace 
of Communism, she now finds herself more or 
Jess bound to a nation whose government has 
betrayed the ideals for which Signor Mus- 
solin{ stands. It is not to be believed that 
he will willingly consent to, and participate 
in, developments which can have no other 
effect than to destroy all that he has built 
‘up during laborious years. Yet that is what 
must happen should Tl Duce be prevailed 
upon to enter into any such unholy arrange- 
ment. For the Allies their course is clear. 
‘These manceuvrings at Moscow demonstrate 
the desperation of Herr Hitler. He is en- 
deavouring to erect a political structure 
sufficiently imposing,,he hopes, to awe Bri- 
tain and France and to weaken their de- 
termination that the use of aggressive power 
shall not be the means of settling disputes 
which could, and should be adjusted by 
peaceful negotiation, and if, and when Herr 
Hitler makes his expected offer of peace it 
is rejected, the Allies will be following the 
only course which in honour is left open to 
them, 

















PEACE TALK 
Oct: 2. 


With the final collapse of Polish resistance 
against the Russian and German invasions, 
‘one month after the outbreak of hostilities, 
‘and two weeks later than the German com- 
‘mand originally expected, Europe is entering 
‘on what may prove to be the most significant 
week since tension over Poland first arose. 
But before dealing with this point it may 
‘be just as well to remember that, in the on- 
slaught on the Poles, German air superiority, 
5,000 aeroplanes ‘against 600—was the 
main deciding factor in the struggle. The 
same overwhelming margin does not exist 
with regard to Germany's position vis-a-vis 
of Great Britain and France, and in western 
Europe superiority in the air will have to 
be fought for. Reports indicate that up to 
the present the Allies have had rather the 
better of the struggle in the air. ‘That may 
be due to the fact that Germany needs to 
recondition the machines she used against 
Poland, for ersatz machines do not stand up 
so well to hard- work as those which are 
made of more suitable materials. “Allied air 
superiority in the west may be deduced 
from the various communiqués, which state 
that action has been taken well behind the 
German lines, and that the aerial’ mapping 
of the Siegfried Line is now complete. ‘The 
French have continued to make steady pro- 
gress in the Saar region, Germany_has been 
deprived of a valuable’ source of mineral 
wealth, and there are prospects that Saar- 
brucken will within a reasonably short time 
fall info French hands. Progress in this 
area must necessarily be slow, but all the 
indications are that the French policy of 
careful planning and consolidation of gains 
is proving fruitful despite desperate German 





‘opposition. No: major action has as yet 


been commenced; it may be some time be- 
fore one is, but ‘the manner in which the 
French are ‘pushing home their offensive on 
the western front is a favourable augury 
for the time when operations on a larger 
scale have to be embarked upon. ‘The mass- 
ing of troops near Aix-la-Chapelle and in 
the Black Forest may mean that Germany 
sooner or later intends to violate the neutral- 
ity of Belgium and Holland in the north or 
‘Switzerland in the south. 

The importance of the present time, how- 
ever, is 10 be found in the political develop- 
menis of last week, the united peace offen- 
sive of Russia and Germany,—so rightly 
termed because peace in such conditions a3 
prevail at present could be nothing but 
offensive,—which has resulted from Herr 
von Ribbentrop's visit to Moscow, the final 
division of Poland very much in Russia’ 
favour, and the German submission to what 
is practically a Russian hegemony in the 
Baltic, and Dalkan states. Whether Russia 
and Germany have entered into a military 
alliance is not yet made clear, but in en- 
deavouring to assess the importance of re~ 
cent developments it must be fully realized 
that nothing has happened since the an- 
nouncement of the Russo-German non- 
aggression pact which could be regarded a: 
unexpected, and if in fact a military alliance 
is announced some time in the future it will 
contain nothing of the element of surprise. 
‘The probability of such a thing occurring 
has always been in the minds of the British 
and French Governments, and it is clear, 
therefore, that no new situation arises out 
of the Russo-German demand for peace, 
and that no new considerations operate. ‘The 
reaction of the British and French Press to 
this latest move is significant of the temper 
‘of the peoples, and the rejection of peace 
overtures at this juncture seems to be al~ 
most a foregone conclusion. Nor does there 
appear any likelihood of third Power in- 
tervention being acceptable to the Allies. 
Obviously a neutral interesting itself on Ger- 
many's behalf in negotiating peace would 
have to accept the rape of Poland as a re- 
cognized fact—for the peace offensive is 
based upon that point—and there are in- 
dications that the Allies would resent any 
such step by a neutral because of the im- 
plications it would involve. It is more than 
Likely that all this is fully realized by the 
Reich, and the contention that this latest 
peace’ move is designed more for home con- 
‘sumption than with any hope of betug able 
to secure peace is more than probable. 

‘The technique of the Reich is unmistak- 
able, With the threat of a possible Russo- 
German military alliance, comes further 
menaces as to what the German forces will 
do if the war is prolonged, and in general 
the German government appears to be en- 
deavouring to create a horrendous bogey 
for the purpose of striking fear into the 
peoples of Britain and France in the hope 
that public opinion might force their Gov- 
ernments to come {0 terms. Nothing is more 
unlikely to succeed. Nor are assurances 
that Germany has no designs against Britain 
and France. ‘That is much too threadbare 
a device to delude the peoples of the world 
nowadays.’ Herr Hitler has designs against 
any and every country from whom he 
fancies he can wrest something, and he hi 
betrayed his word so freely and with such 
Sippant frequency that he is now simply not 
believed. For that reason his attempt to 
throw responsibility for continuance of the 
war upon the shoulders of Great Britain 
‘and France will not succeed. It may serve 
to convince the uninformed German masses 
of the alleged justice of their cause, but the 
reception which this peace offensive has 
met with throughout the world, and more 
particularly in the United States, clearly 
demonstrates that this very naive gesture 
will carry conviction nowhere outside the 
borders of Germany. Great Britain and 
France will run no risk of moral condemna~ 
tion if they treat it with the scorn it deserves. 
‘They would do so, however, if they were 
now to dishonour their pledged word in the 
manner which Herr Hitler conceives could 
be s0 facilely done under his threats, threats 
which are to be accepted for what they are 
worth. ‘The Allies seck an honourable peace, 
‘one in which the world may be assured that 
the rule of law shall again be vindicated, 
and that these freebooting forays by un- 
scrupulous men shall once and for all be 
stopped. ‘That is a peace worth fighting for. 
‘This thing which Russia and Germany offer 
is most certainly not worth accepting, for 
Herr Hitler has created a’set of conditions in 
‘which such a peace as he now seeks would 
indeed be very offensive. 




















SUBMARINE WARFARE 
Oct. 3. 


Of the many heartening things contained 
in the speech which Mr. Winston Churchill, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, broadcast on 
‘Sunday night, not the least encouraging was 
his reference to the manner in which the 
German U-boat menace was being dealt 
with.. For the first three weeks of the war 
there was a rapid diminution in the number 
of vessels sunk each week, until on Sunday 
‘the First Lord was able to announce that a 
whole week had passed since a British ves- 
sel had been destroyed. ‘There has, it is 





true, been some submarine activity in. the 
North Sea where neutral shipping has been 
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torpedoed “by German submarines, but 
they do not appear at present to be receiving 
the protection of the convoy system, though 
within a short while it is believed this will 
be extended to them as a means of thwarting 
this particular activity of the German navy 
in its policy of unrestricted submarine war- 
fare, It will be remembered that when, in 
1017, Germany decided upon this form of 
warfare on January 9, to come into force on 
February 1, of that year the German Gov- 
emment announced ‘a barred zone within 
which all shipping was liable to be sunk, 
extending roughly from Terschelling in Hol- 
land to Udsire in Norway thence to the 
Faroe Islands and passing down the meridian 
of longitude 20 degrees West, 350 miles from. 
the west coast of Ireland went on to Finis- 
terre, It also included the Mediterranean 
with ‘the exception of a small area around 
‘Majorea and a narrow lane the length of the 
‘Mediterranean as far as Greece. Subsequent 
areas were added by Germany before the 
last war ended, but this was the main area 
in which the unrestricted submarine cam- 
paign was fought out. January, 1917, saw 
145 Allied and neutral vessels disposed of, « 
With the opening of unrestricted warfare, in 
February, 209 were destroyed, in March the 
figure had reached 246 vessels, while the 
peak was attained in April when no fewer 
than 354 ships were sunk, after which month 
the Allies gained control of the situation and 
in the last month of the war the figure had 
been reduced to no more than 50, Alto- 
gether by action of submarines, mines, and 
surface craft, Gernany had succeeded in 
aestroying over 5,500 vessels, 

‘To bring this about she had made use of 
372 submarines in the course of the war, of 
which 191 were elther sunk or interned, '138 
surrendered and the balance variously ac- 
counted for. ‘The commencement of the 
campaign found Great Britain singularly un- 
Prepared with counter devices but history 
shows that, once the full dimensions of the 
peril were realized, dispositions were made, 
and improvements’ effected which brought 
this particular menace well under control. 
Tt was an enormous task, but the fact wa 
that the Allies were able to prevent thei 
tonnage being lowered to that irreducible 
margin which alone would have fulfilled 
their needs. ‘That margin was accepted a 
12,500,000 tons, with a further 600,000 under 
; whereas when the war ended Britain 
still had at her disposal no less than 14,049,- 
000 tons. Viewed against these enormous 
figures the present submarine campaign is 
indeed puny. Germany went into the pre~ 
sent war with officially 67 submarines, It 
is quite obvious that well before war broke 
‘out she had disposed of some of her sub- 
marines in a manner best calculated to deal 
British shipping a lightening blow a few 
hours after hostilities had commenced. In= 
itial successes were disquieting enough, but 
it was not then fully realized that until the 
convoy system could be put into operation 
the risks which mercantile vessels ran on 
the high seas would be considerable, It 
speaks well for the organization of the Ad~ 
miralty that within a comparatively short 
period of time adequate protection was be- 
ing given to the Allies sea-borne commerce, 
casualties were reduced with astonishing 
rapidity until now a week has passed with- 
out the loss of a single Allied merchantman. 
Full details of the amount of damage in- 
Ajeted upon enemy under-water craft are 
not available, but there is every reason to 
believe that in proportion to the number of 
such vessels with which Germany commenced 
the war considerable losses have been inflict 
ed upon them, 

‘That in all probability accounts for the 
message received last week that German 
submarines were operating further afield in 
‘an endeavour to damage Allied shipping be- 
fore the convoy system comes into operation. 
‘That will undoubtedly necessitate the es- 
tablishment of clandestine fuel dumps in 
various parts of the world to which these 
submarines can resort for supplies, and will 
make the work of the Allied navies in sup- 
pressing them all the more difficult. On the 
other hand the fact that they have been ob- 
liged to operate in waters far removed from 
those areas in which the trade routes converge 
upon Britain and. France means that their 
targets are more scattered, and that the effort 
required to sink a ship is all the greater. In 
the restricted waters around the British 
Isles and the French coast there is little 
possibility of defeating the submarine by re~ 
routing vessels, such as can be done in 
more distant parts of the world. Here the 
convoy system can operate to the best pos 
sible advantage. It may be that eventually 
along the principal trade routes the convoy 
system will have to be considerably extend- 
‘ed, but the fact that the submarine has been 
chased out of its happy hunting ground for 
other areas where the bag is much nore 
difficult to find, is the best possible proof of 
the efficient manner in which the Allied 
navies have dealt with this menace, Tt would 
be unwise to suggest that these activities of 
the German navy have finally been stopped. 
Rather is it to be expected that every now. 
and again it will demonstrate sporadic actions 
in various parts of the world, but it seems 
quite clear that in those areas where Allied 
shipping would be most vulnerable to sub- 
marine attack efficient safeguards have been 
established, and that in the not too distant 



































future it will be possible to extend protection 
to that neutral shipping which Germany has 
commenced wantonly to attack,

Mr. Knickerbocker Replies 


Dr. Goebbels, Reich Minister of Propaganda, 
‘who has been in obseurity since the outbreak 
lof the war, to emerge only when Mr. H. R. 
Knickerbocker, the well known American news 
correspondent, charged him and his colleagues 
with seereting vast sums abroad for their own 
personal accounts, probably wishes now that he 
hhad never sought the limelight. He denied the 
statements of the correspondent, called him a 
liar and a forger. It was thought that Mr. 
Knickerbocker ‘was on the high. seas, and 
Japparently hoped that that, making him delay 
his reply to Dr. Goebbels, would enable the 
latter's denials to stick. But Mr. Knickerbocker 
did not sail in the ship he was seen boarding, 
‘and within a reasonable length of time has re- 
turned to the charge with a detailed and cir- 
‘cumstantial account of what various Nazi lead- 
fers have been doing with the huge sums of 
which they have become possessed, and the 
‘manner in which they have succeded in stow- 
ing it away against the time when they may 
Ihave to flee the country. Mr. Knickerbocker, 
‘who is well known amongst journalists in the 
Far East, is not the type of man to rush into 
print, upon such an important, and dangerous! 
subject 9s that which he has revealed, without 
‘boing very sure of his facts. Were he unable to 
quote chapter and verse for the allegations 
which he made against Dr. Goebbels et al. he 
would have ruined his career, and have stood 
ja man thoroughly discredited. in the eyes of 
{the world. In reply to Dr- Goebbels’ vehement 
denial Mr. Knickerbocker has come forward 
with a story, which quotes names of persons, 
Tinancial Institutions and localities, whieh sug- 
‘geste. that he has ample proof "of what he 
hhas told. As Reuter says he has presented his 
‘ease in amazingly meticulous detail. He makes 
fo allegation against Herr Hiller. It is prob- 
‘able that he ean make none, for whatever else 
‘may be sald against Der Puchrer there is ‘no 
Feagon to believe that he has at any time sub- 
ordinated his political doctrine to the acquist- 
tlon of money.” That does not appear to be the 
case ‘of his immediate supporters who are 
‘alleged to have been using thelr positions for 
the purpose of feathering their nests, and they. 
apparently have been doing it to the extent of 
something over £8,000,000. It would be inter- 
esting to know where this money came from, 
That’ may never be divulged, but the world 
cannot be blamed if it comes to the conclusion 
that, after all, Herr Hitler's entourage has been| 
running a “‘sveet™ little racket and have been’ 
raking In the “sugar” just as fast as thetr| 
political activities permitted them.

It 
hhas long been contended that the | American 
aval defence line lay somewhere in.the Pacific, 
‘and, although after the Seplember crisis of 1938 
[when Europe was on the brink of war and a. 
‘special Atlante fleet comprised. mi 
cruisers was ereated for the Atlai 
transference of the American fleet through the 
Panama Canal, there has been no deviation 
from the cardinal principles of this policy. It 
fg now stated that as long as. the British fleet 
‘comprises no menace to the safety of the United 
[States—and naturally could not be considering. 
that its major purposes are now directed against 
Germany in the North Sea and the Atlantic— 
the Pacife problem on which American naval 
fexperts have been labouring #9 long does not 
‘diminish in importance but inereases in view 
fof the uncertain and bewildering changes in 
Strategical plans, especially affecting Soviet 
which now emerges as a naval power 
although not on the same scale as Japan. Little 
{information thas been published regarding the 
purport of the American naval monquvres and 
the exercises to be held off Hawaii. Formerly, 
American naval movements have been a com- 
‘mon topic of newspaper information and com. 
ment, Dut the latest arrangements reveal 
Hothing beyond the concentration of a large 
umber of warships in the Pacific at a time 
‘when the naval activities of other powers are 
centred elsewhere. It seems a foregone con- 
lusion that in the event of the excision of the 
farms embargo clause from the Neutrality Act, 
‘which will prevent American vessels carrying 
‘munitions 10. belligerent powers, there ‘will 
‘be a wholesale transference of American mer- 
chant ships to the Pacife Ocean. This, in itso, 
‘will provide an impetus to American mercantile 
‘marine development as other mercantile powers 
Will "be preoccupied using their vessels for 
‘Rational Services. ‘Therefore, to the United 
States, politically, strategically and economic 
ally, the Pacifte Ocean assumes préeponderating 
importance of which these latest development 
fare a sign.

A Festival Passes 


In a world of kaleidoscopic changes such os 
fave occurred in Europe within the brief 
[space of a year, those great and abiding sym- 
bols as the customs and festivals of a people 
traditionally observed stand out in sharp relief, 
JA-case in point was the Mid-Autumn Festival 
fon Wednesday. Dynasties disappear, empires 
fwax and wane as the magnificent’ opening 
chapter of China's great classic, “The Three 
Kingdoms,” states, but perpetual ‘and unchang- 
fing ate the eustoms of the people who see 
Jaround. them constantly recurring manifesta- 
tions of nature whieh they associate so intimate- 
ly with their own lives. Chinese festivals are 
picturesque and extremely homely. There. Is 
Eenorally a pretty Zable with @ nice moral in 
jem, and as the Chinese are strongly animistic 
fin their beliefs religion or nationalism plays 
ittle ‘part in. their really important festivals. 
‘The Mid-Autumn Festival is particularly attrac- 
tive, for although it is almost a cult of moon 
[worship it is more like the harvest festivals of 
Jother countries when there are thanks and re- 
foicing for the bounteous products of nature 
turing the year and hopes of peace and con- 
entment during the coming year. Alas, China 
tike other countries, has been unable to eseape 
light of militarist contest, but Wednesday's 
fselebrations were widespread’ and sincere. In 
spite of two years of war and the disruption of 
trade and normal existence through the division 
nt the country. into two spheres, nature was 
extremely prodigal during the year, All over 
the country, within and without Japanese con- 
trolled territory, abundant harvests. have been 
gathered as if by some immutable law of com- 
pensation wounds to man and earth have been 
Jassuaged. Were the spectre of war removed 
[there would be national prosperity. In Shang- 
hai, a “boom” is being experienced, temporary, 
IC is true, but still real. Everybody, with the 
lexception ‘of curio dealers dependent ehiedy on 
foreign trade, report good business and. the 
[Chinese are good spenders when they have any- 
thing to spend. Some people deseribe this happy 
condition as a “protective” form of prosperity— 
living on accumulated funds and not represent- 
ing real prosperity. ‘Perhaps so but it indicates 
confidence and that is a powerful factor for 
stability even though it may not be related to 
Improved farming conditions. Nevertheless, the 
forces of destruction cannot continue indefinite- 
ly and the people's enjoyment of better things 
found a marked reflection in the observance of 
fid-Autumn Festival although the moon shyly 
hid her head in Shanghai.

certain amount of economie. explanation. can

ices. In the northern city, it Is 
[reported that the Chinese and Japanese authori-

[steering and oficial support is offered to shop- 
pers who find cases of profiteering or cornering 
fot supplies to increase prices, The Chinese 
newspapers now publish the telephone numbers: 
fot he different. Chinese and Japanese depart- 
fments connected with the campaign and. dis 
lappointed shoppers may ring and obtain official 
laction on. their complaints. Presumably, the 
fauthorities are endowed with suflcient powers 
to keep prices down to reasonable limits l= 
though the report docs not explain exactly how 
it "is done.

[Japanese co-operation, larger supplies of rice 
fare arriving and prices are dropping but thoy 
fare still high. In other cases, such a favourable 
report cannot be made and’ both Chinese and 
foreigners regard with dismay tho mount~ 
jing cost of living which “has not ceased, 
to. inerease in spite of the fact that ex:

Japanese Casualties; Invaders Claim Big Advances

IHE battle in North Hunan, where the Japanese are reported to 
have launched a combined offensive, is continuing with! 
fAghting centring in the north and south banks of the Sintsiang 
River, at Yingtien and on the south-eastern shore of the Tungting 
Lake, north of Siangying, according to a Chinese dispatch received| 


here today. 


Yesterday morning, under cover of an aerial bombardment|

Considerable importance is being 
attached to the present battle In

In many ways, it is stated, it will 
reveal whether the Japanese are still 
able to attack, while, on the other 
hhand, it will show how good is the 
Chinese army after two years of 
training and reorganization of equip- 
mient.

Japanese Resume 


'Chekiang Raids 


‘Shanghai, Sept, 28 

Chinese reports indicated yesterday 
that Japanese naval units have renew- 
ed their attacks along the Chekiang 
coast and that during the past few 
ays Japanese ‘planes. carried out 
bombing raids in several districts, 
destroying many houses and causing 
‘casualties among civilians. 

‘On the morning of 
26, one report states, Japanese 
‘planes circled over Aoukiang 
(Wenchow) while" Japanese war 
vessels kept shelling. The Chin 
ese defenders returned the fire while 
several Shanghai steamers were 
caught in between the fire. One Bri- 
tish-owned boat was damaged on the 
deck by a shropnel, ‘The ss. Hsin 
Peking is said to be quickly returning 
to Shanghai from the danger zone, It 
fg expected that shipping between 
Shanghai and Wenchow will have to 
be suspended, 

Other reports from Kinhwa, war- 
ime capital of Chekiang reveal that 
Ninghai was bombed by Japanese 
‘planes on Sept. 25. Four pianes or- 
rived in the afiernoon and dropped 
‘eight bombs. Only four persons were 
killed and the houses destroyed num- 
bered 41. Riverlets. near Wenchow 
and Lishui (hsien or district) were 
also bombed on the same day. Yungho 
hhsien was also bombed. Many bombs 
‘were dropped eausing’ many civilian 
casualties, 

“The sudden attacks launched by the 
Japanese may again cause Shanghai 
Shipping firms to suspend business 
vith Chekiang coastal districts where 
shipping at some places was only re- 
cently resumed. Many weeks ago, the 
Japanese declared that they would 
‘start military operations along. the 
Chokiang coast and also in some dis- 
trict in Fukien. ‘The fighting lasted 
for some time causing a suspension of 
shipping and transportation of Che- 
Kiang, goods to Shanghai was also

‘The Hsin Peking arrived here last 
night after undergoing the thrilling 
Jexperience near Wenchow where 
Japanese planes carried out a bomb: 
ingg raid on Sept, 25. Chinese mem- 
bbers of the erew stated that Japanese 
machines dropped four bombs on 
Aoukiang (River) near Wenchow at 
Jabout 2 p.m. but that they were for- 
tunate enough not to suffer any 
casualties although their boat Was 
Inear the place bombed. 

Several windows on the upper deck 
jwere shattered and they could unload 
part of the cargo destined for Wen- 
jehow. They expressed the opinion 
that shipping between here aid: Weh- 
Jchow Would have to be suspended 
for the time being. Tt was said that 
another foreign-owned steamer was 
stranded along the Chekiang coast and 
its fate was unkown yesterday.

Chungking 


Chungking, Sept. 28. 
Chungking was raided by Japanese 
bombers this evening, 12” machines 
Aropping missiles on the eastern out: 
skirts of the eaptial. No bombs were 
Gropped within the eity Limits, 

"The alarm was sounded at 7.30 p.m, 
when the raiders were sighted en 
route to Chungking. » Chinese pursuit 
‘planes took off, cruising above the 
city. 

The raiders, in two groups of six 
cach, dropped bombs on the eastern 
outskirts, which are so far from the 
city proper that the bomb explosions 
‘were not heard there. 

‘The raiders did not, approach the 
city and the “all-clear" was sounded 
at 845 pm—Reuter. 

Another Visit 

Chungking, Sept. 29. 
Following the raid last night in 
which 12 Japanese aeroplanes bom- 
bed the eastern outskirts of Chung 
ing, Japanese bombers again raided 
the city early this morning. 

It is offlelally stated that 36 Japan- 
‘ese planes, in two groups of 18 each, 
participated in the second raid, which 
‘occurred shortly after midnight, 

‘The raiders never actually appear- 
ed above the city, but merely few 
over its outskirts, 

Chinese Searchlights could be seen 
turning on the Japanese machines, 
while anti-aireratt batteries | were 
ring tracer shells, preparatory to 
‘opening up against’ the raiders who, 
however, avolded the ‘city.

[but most of these in English are busi- 
Ines firms, chiefly dealers in fur. The 
jouth Manchurian Railway has 0 
‘wonderful looking hospital, ap- 
parently large enough for over 500 
Beds, and it is fully equipped. 
‘The most striking impression ot 
Dairen is the strong, well-built, brick 
fhouses. Many of these were built by 
the Russians. And another is the 
jscarclty of people on the street. 
[There are 00,000 inhabitants; but 
jwhere they keep themselves an obser 
ver cannot say. Mosquitoes are 60 
few that the hotel was not screened.

Gas Co. Surcharge 
Now 80 Per Cent. 


Shanghai, Sept. 30, 
On September 18 the Public’ Utill~ 
ies Committee of the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Counell gave consideration 
to an application from the Shanghai 
Gas Co, Ltd., accompanied by a re- 
vised statement of expenditure and 
Fevenue for 1999 based on an ex- 
change rate of 3%d. to the Chinese 
dollar, for permission to increase the 
existing surcharge of 23 per cent. on 
the gas tariff so as to ‘enable the 
Company to obtain addition 
to meet increased costs of operation 
due to the fall in the exchange value 
‘of the Chinese dollar. 


In June last, publicity was given 
to an application submitted by the 
‘Company in May for an increase in 
the surcharge, which was disapproved 
by the Couneil on the ground that 
having regard to all the eireumstances, 
and the position disclosed by an 
vestigation into the — Company's 
Anances no increase seemed Justified 
at that time, 

‘AS a result of the fall in exchange 
which took place immediately after 
this decision was arrived at, the 
Company in July submitted revised 
estimates based on an exchange rate 
of 6Y4d. and again applied for an in- 























‘creased operating costs. This applica 
ton was also disapproved since it was 
‘considered that after allowing for the 


‘effect of the continued ex; 
the Company's business and making 
such other adjustments to the Com- 
pany's estimates 

‘even with exchange at 
crease in Surcharge the 
necessary. 


Operation Cost Higher 

With reference to the application 
now under review it was reported 10 
the Committee by the Treasurer that 
the adverse effect on the Company's 
nances of the further serious fall io 
the exchange value of the Chinese 
dollar necessitated a drastic revision 
‘of the estimates submitted by the 
Company based on an exchange rate 
of 6iéd. “A thorough investigation into 
the Company's position had been con- 
ducted and while it had been found 
possible to make certain modifications 
in the latest estimates submitted with 
the effect of reducing the amount of 
the surcharge applied for by the 
Company, It was still necessary 10 
provide for a considerable increase in 
the surcharge to enable the Company 
to obtain sumcient revenue to meet 
the greatly increased costs of opera- 
tion ‘due to the fall in the exchange 
value of the Chinese dollar. 

‘The increase In the Company's. 
‘operating costs was mainly due to the 
fact that all supplies of coal have now 
to be paid for In foreign currencies 
in addition to which certain other 
items of expenditure, eg. stores, 
labour, ete. have also been adversely 
affected. 

It was therefore recommended that 
approval be accorded for the existing 
surcharge on the gas tariff to be in- 
‘ereased to 80 per cent. on accounts 
In respect of consumption periods 
ending on or after November 1, 1939, 
Subject to review at any time, and 
in any case, prior to April 30, 1040, 
when the Company's actual experi- 
ence during the intervening period 
‘will be taken into consideration, This 
recommendation was endorsed by the 
Public Utilities Committee and ep-

Old Bullet Provides 
Echo of 1937 War

managers of .exchange shops and 
ative bankers, have made big 
profits during the past nine months, 
curio’ dealers are the most | un- 
fortunate business men in town. 
Liltle business has been done by 
them since the spring of this year] 
‘but they are expected to tide over 
thelr depression erisis as they 
made ‘money lest year. Chinese 
Danks here will be closed today and 
many factories wilt follow the lead. 

‘Very few Chinese merchants are 
troubled by the Mid-autumn sett 
ment this” year in view of the 
NQbnormal” "development of all 
businesses resulting from the i 
creased population. The increase 
prices of commodities which are not 
Hinked with the foreign exchange is 
said to be another contributing 
factor In their prosperity. ‘The 
recent hoarding of foreign goods 
hhas been followed by an increase of 
prices as the crisis in Europe has 
been exploited by profiteers. 

‘Those who have made the biggest 
profits are native ‘bankers. During 
the past few months, it is pointed 
out, ‘thelr dealings in foreign «3 
change, gold bars and foreign cur- 
Fencles have enabled them to obtain 
big commissions. Chinese silk and 
foreign medicine shops or dis- 
pensaries ‘rank second in making 
Profits. Many of them have realized 
profits whieh are more than doubled 
‘when compared the" business 
done “last year. Hoarding and 
profiteering among rice and coal 
rerchants is another form of profit- 
making. One Chinese report pre- 
iets that prosperity will relgn 
ymong these merchants throughout 
the year. In a word, the repor! 
says, all Chinese business men have 
made profits. 

Curlo Dealers Sulter 

Very few people have paid 
attention to curios of which Shanghai 
‘usually sent $10,000,000 worth 
to foreign countries yearly ‘to 
say nothing of those smuggled out 
from the country, the reports reveal 
‘The Curio Dealers Guild in Nantao 
was destroyed during the hostilities 
here ‘but members of the guild had 
ample time to move Into foreign 
areas and suffered little losses. 
‘There was very little business dur- 
ing the whole year when hostilities 
hhad been going on. 

“After withdrawal of Chinese troops 
‘and resumption of communications, 
curlo dealers began their collecting 
work In. the occupied interior but 
what they obtained were mostly 
‘small items” ‘The ‘Increase of 
curios, however, once attracted wide 
‘atiention and there was a boom 
during the summer "and autumn 
season last year. Since then there 
has been a ‘setback and although 
foreign refugees bought many small 


























curios rich forelyners and con- 
oisseurs have been reluctant to 
patronize, At present, thelr business 
is entirely dependent on Chinese 
customers, it is stated.

‘All Chinese banks, the rico market 
and exchange markets were closed 
yesterday but the courts, being 
Government organizations, continued 
their work. ‘The Shanghai Mun!- 
cipal Couneil and many other 
organizations and factories were also 
closed and the city presented a holi- 
day "appearance in many places, 
although not so apparently ‘owing 
to the rainy weather. All amuse- 
ment resorts and cabarets were 
crowded with pleasure-seckers “and 
celebrants, 

Last night, moon cakes sold avery- 
where and were enjoyed by Chinese 
grown-ups and children alike, 
though thelr demands of this festive 
delicacy were restricted owing to 
hhigh prices. A grocery shop manager 
said that the moon cakes. sold this 
year were about halt of those sold 
last year showing a distinct decrease 
in demand as prices have been 
doubled. Prices of chickens, exes 
and ducks and even pork jumped 
up, but they were bought in smaller 
quantities by all Chinese who could 
afford to do s0. 

Many superstitious Chinese used 
moon cakes to worship the moon 
lastnight. Candies ‘and incense 
Sticks were also burned.

‘The price of coal here is expected 
to follow a downward trend since 
there ig enoush coal here for four 
months" consumption, says a Chinese 
report. Quoting an executive of the 
Shanghal Coal Dealers Association, 
the report explains that about 40,000 
tons of coal Is stored in Shanghat 
‘whieh needs "6,000 tons of coal 
‘monthly for household use. 

Recently more than 20,000 tons of 
coal arrived here which fact is 
Fesponsible for the drop in price by 
$4 per ton. In addition to the 
newly arrived coal from India, there 
ig already about 20,000 tons of coal 
stored in various ‘shops and open 
fodowns here, it is stated. It is 
pointed out that coal shop managers 
already reduced thelr prices during 
the Mid-autumn Festival celebration 
when they wanted to obtain as much 
ash as possible, 


Rice Orders Meld Up 

Authorities In Saigon have placed 
fan embargo on rice which fact has 
caused Chinese public bodies and 
Individuals here to postpone placing 
orders with Saigon rlee_merchant 
[tis reported, So far more thi 
100" Chinese " public bodies and 
individuals here have signified. thelr 
wish to buy 15,718 bags of Saigon 
ree.

Russian Constable 
Shoots Self 


‘Shanghai, Sept. 29, 

Constable Stare, 24 year-old 
member of the Russian Auxiliary 
Regiment in the French Concession, 
was hovering between life and death 
‘at a late hour last night, after firing 
one shot through his head shortly 
after 530 pm.,yesterday in front of 
‘the main entrance of the Saint Ignace 
College in the French Military ‘zone, 
Siccawei. Doctors attending him at 
the Ste, Marie Hospital where he was 
Fushed ‘in an emergency ambulance 
8 few minutes after he had shot 
himself, said last night that his condi- 
tion ‘was very. eritieal. 

‘A few minutes before pressing his 
service revolver against his temple 
fand firing the shot he went into a 
‘Chinese shop in the vielnity "and 
drank three glasses of Chinese wine, 

He had hardly left the shop when 
the occupants heard a shot and, rush- 
Ing to the scene, found the man lying 
Jon the ground ina. pool of blood, 
with his service pistol in his hand. 
Police assistance "soon arrived and 
investigations were immediately start- 
Jed, as a result of which it was as 
‘certained that Staroff has no relatives 
jin Shanghai, and was a member of 
‘the Russian’ Regiment, S.V.C, until 
January 1, 1998, when he joined the 
French Auxiliaries, Enquiries made 
Jamong his comrades revealed that he 
hhad never spoken of suleide, but that 
hhe kept very much to himself and 
had no friends.

American and English news- 
papers have just reported the’ 
marriage ‘of Mr. Alexander Keren- 
sky, near Easton, Pennsylvania, to 
BI-year-old Lydia Allen Tritton, 
‘daughter of Mr. Cedric ‘Tritton, an 
industrialist of Brisbane, Queens- 
Jand, “All other facts regarding Mr. 
Kerensky given in this report are 
erroneous, with the exception of the 
statement’ that he has two adult sons: 
living in England. 

Mr. A. F. Kerensky was not Prime 
Minister’ of the first Provisional 
Government. When on the evening 
of March 2, 1917, in his train station= 
ed at Pskov, Emperor Nicholas I 
signed his and his son's abdication 
from the throne in the presence of 
delegates of the Imperiat Douma, in 
Petersburg a counell was hurriedly 
called in the palace of the Grand 
Duke Mikhail" Alexandroviteh, the 
Emperor's brother, who had ' been 
made successor by the abdication, 
‘The Provisional Government was by 
then already formed by the ordinance 
of the Standing Committee of the 
Imperial Douma, and representatives 
of this government, together with the 
speaker, Mr. M. V. Rodzianko, in~ 
formed ‘the Grand Duke that in view 
of the revolutionary attitude of troops 
Jn the eapital and “of the workers 
(who favoured ‘the formation of a 
republic) they doubted his ability to 
hold power in hig hands. In this 
crisis Mr, Kerensky played an 
honourable role, together with the 

Rew Minister for Forel Affairs, 
Prot. P.'N. Millukov. Although Mr. 
Kerensky was a socialist-revolution 
ary and the leader of his party, al- 
though it was he who was borne 
aloft by the first days of the revolu- 
tion—to the surprise of all who knew 
him and, very probably, himself—he 
‘and Miliukov were the ‘only two to 
‘sk Grand Duke Mikhail to accept 
tho seeptre and thus conserve the 
monazchy and order in the country. 
‘The Grand Duke, however, bowed 
to the majoriy who did not think 
that at the _moment monarchy could 
be preserved. 


‘The First Hero 


Later, in the capacity of Minister 
of “Justice and Procurator-General, 
Me. Korensky, developing his per 
‘sonal revolutionary success, went to 
‘Moscow. ‘There he was foted and 
deluged’ with flowers, and there he 
wave his famous” revolutionary 
Speeches. ‘He talked in theatres, fll- 
fed with exelted crowds, in barracks, 
even at railway stations. He talked 
Inexorably, often several times a day. 
His oratoty was of the kind that 
‘eauight the imagination of the masses, 
‘and they picked on him to be theit 
Mol, Uerejkowsky at that time call- 
@@ Kerensky the first hero of the 
Revolution, Others called him the 
Chief Haranguer. 

‘A young Assistant Barrister-at-Law 
since 1912, Mr. Alexander Kerensky 
became member of the Leftist Op- 
position “inthe Russian Parliament 
(ouma), and busied himselt ehiedy 
with the fate of revolutionaries pur~ 
aed by or held in exile by the 
‘Tsarist Government. His speeches 
In Parliament were too impassioned 
for that august body of men, and 
prior to the Revolution made no im 
prawston on anyone, all the more 
Singe the flower of ‘Russian oratory 
‘was gathered at the Douma. But on 
the masses Kerensky’s speeches had 
an extraordinary effect; the fire ot 
inls ‘words inflamed crowds already 
drunks. with revolutionary freedom. 
Mr, Kerensky held the view that 
Taisela should see the Great Wai 
through (0 the ‘end, that she should 
remain. faithful to’ her allies, and 
that even after the outbreak of re- 
volution law and order should be 
preserved in the country. But exalt- 
td words, however emotionally de- 
fivered, could check neither | the 
‘spreading anarchy nor decay of the 
Army and Navy. Furthermore, as 
Minister of Justice, Me. Kerensky was 
blamed for not arresting those leftist 
‘extremists who deepened the re~ 
Volution ‘and called on soldiers (0 
stick thelr bayonets into the earth 
and leave the front to divide the 
linet in their villages 

"he:first Premier of the Provision 
al Government was Prince G. E. 
Lvov, a very. popular social worker, 
aristocrat and humanitarianist, whe 
fiiso showed himself to be unforgiv- 
ably mild) and malleable for a 
yovernment head of those days. 
After the inner crises of the Prov 
slonal Government, following each 



































sky was appointed Minister of the

Incorreet Facts 


Mr. Kerensky’s father was not a 
schoolteacher, as was alleged in the 
newspaper teport. He was at. frst 
Principal of a High School; Lenin 
did actually ‘study at this school, 
but could never have been his "star 
pupil” as he attended the school 
Before Kerensky's time. Later the 
elder Kerensky occupied a high 
position in all the educational  in- 
stitutions of several provinces. Lenin 
ind Alexander Kerensky didnot 
‘ome from the same village. Curi- 
‘ously enough, Lenin (Ulianoft) 
‘sprang from the petty nobility. white 
Kerensky, the son of a functionary, 
came from bureaueratie circles; and 
prior to the revolution these grada- 
tions had» great’ significance in 
Russia. 

‘Although no one ever doubted Mr. 
Kerensky's patriotism, and although 
during his 22 years as an emigre he 
hhas been a hard-hitting and -cour~ 
Ageous critic of the Soviet regime,

The War: 


- Chinese Reader's Prediction 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Normu-Cuna Dany News” 

Sin—With the collapse of the 
Polish resistance foree on the Eastern 
front, it is expected that “major 
‘ongagements will soon take place on 
the Western front, where the French 
force has already penetrated so 
far as 10 threaten the Siegfried Line. 
Whieh side will win? This isa ques 
tion being asked by everybody in all 
parts of the world today.” My answer 
fg that if, the participants in this 
European War are confined to Ger~ 
‘many on one hand and Poland, Great 
Britain and France on the other hand, 
then T should say that the Allies will 
certainly gain final victory, because 
‘of their. economic strength. But if 
the present war, develops into a 
World War and a great nuniber of 
countries are involved in it, then the 
uleome is not certain For example, 
should Russia, Ttaly and Japan join 
the German ‘side, everyone would 
realize that Great Britain and France 
‘will immediately feel the dimculty 
of winning the. struggle. Let me 
show another example. If the U.S.A. 
definitely declares her support for 
Western’ Powers and again. par- 
Hofpates in the war, the result of 
such an action would mean the quick 
downfall of the Nazi régime, So. the 
attitudes and actions of these four 
@eat, neutrals—Russia, Taly, Japan 
and US.A—are the most important 
Geclding factors in the present war. 
Knowing this, an attempt is made in 
the following to review the foreign 
policy of these four neutrals in order 
to discuss the possibility of their 

juntries being involved in the wa 
Russia, by virtue of the  Russo- 
German’ non.aggression pact, has 
already sent troops. to ‘Poland with 
the, purpose of dividing the spoils, 
and "now an agreement has been 
reached between Russia and Germany 
‘on the scheme of the partition of 
Poland. Tn this sense, Stalin is inten- 
tlonally helping Germany, and there- 
fore Soviet Russia should also be 
called the enemy of the Allies who 
fare determined to crush down the 
Hitlerian régime, While T admit 
that, morally, Soviot Russia's attitude 
is not impartial toward these par- 
tlejpants in this war, as shown by her 
action in Poland, I still maintain that 
legally Soviet Russia. remains neutral 

far as her relations with Great 
Britain and France are concerned. 
‘And to keep neutral is the best way 
to serve Russia's interest, "In the 
partition of Poland, Russia has gained 
two-thirds of the whole territory of 
Poland, much beyond her own ex- 
pectations. This Is undoubtedly a 
diplomatic victory for the Kremlin 
régime. As Stalin Is a realist, not 
like Hitter, hig next step in this’ con- 
nection will be making his every 
effort to consolidate these holdings 
‘and lay foundations there for further 
expansion when time sults. 1t appears 
that Russia 1s content with her gains 
‘nd Stalin will certainly ‘not go s0 
{far as to place his country at war 
with Great Britain and France, In 
short, the future policy of the Soviet 
Government is not to expand, but to 
consolidate these holdings she has 
‘already got; the inner plan of Stalin 
ig not openiy: to come to conflict with 
the Western Powers, but secretly to 
exereise pressure on’ the small Baltic 
states. 

Representing Italy, Mussolini some 
days ago in an interview with news= 
papermen restated Italy's intention 
of keeping neutral and urging the 
fend of hostilities. Such a pronounce 
nent, it seems to me, came to us as 
something showing that Italy now has 
definitely given up any idea of Join- 
ing the war on the German side. One 
writer, at the time of Germany fring 
the fitst shot, sald if Taly did not 
enter, the war’ at the very outset, she 
would never ayain join it. It is a 
correct prediction, Men sometimes 
are controlled by emotion and act 
Svithéut taking consideration of rea- 
‘on,, But as time passes and the sub- 
Ject ‘matter itself becomes clear, men 
bbegin to enquire into the truth, and 
emotion no Ionger can exercise pres- 
sure, on them. More than. twenty 
days having elapsed, Italy now knows 
very clearly that the prospect of the 
war is not in favour of Germany. 
With the entry” of Russia into 
European polities, 11 Duce, while do- 
ploring that, Hitler has become the 
{col of Stalin, fears that, the expan- 
slonist policy of the Kremlin in 
‘South-Western Europe will serjously 
Uhreaten Italy's prestige in the 
Balkans. It seems’ to Mussolint that 
Pan-Slavism is more dreadful than 
Pan-Germanism. The withdrawal of 
Malian ‘troops along the Greek~ 
Albanian, border is a good indication 
showing. that Taly ‘has realized the 
eoming danger in the Balkans and 
wants" to do. something to prevent 
Russia.from gaining a foothold in that 
part of the globe. If the report that 
Maly. Is planning to form a peace 
‘bloc in the Balkans is true, I would 
‘say such an action on the part of 
aly. will indirectly help. the De- 















































mocracios. I heartily welcome this 
move and 1 would Tike to mention 
that Mussolini in that respeet has 
done a great deal of service to the 
general welfare of mankind. 

‘Among four neutrals, Japan is the 
only country whose aititude toward 
the European War is still not certain 
‘nd liable to modification when cir- 
cumstances change. There is a great 
number of young. militarists who 
‘Suggest to formation of a Five-Power 
Alliance including Japan, Germany, 
Russia, Haly and China. ‘The aim of 
such an alliance is to get rid of the 
Interest and possessions of Great 
Britain ond France in East Asia, But, 
‘on the other hand, great industrial 
captains, enlightened party politicians, 
‘and university professors vigorously 
insist that Japan should not show a 
hostile attitude towards democracies, 
especially the U.S.A. They think 
that if the proposed ‘Ave-power al- 
Hance becomes ‘real, then the U.S.A. 
‘will certainly give’ direct help to 
Great Britain and eventually Japan 
will Gnd herself at war with the 
United States. At this point, the 
‘opinion of the Japanese Navy is'sup- 
porting this liberal view. And, still, 
‘many ordinary Japanese people fear 
that the defeat of Great Britain and 
France might mean the vietory of 
Bolshevism, and they go even 30 far 
1s to propose to join the Allies. Upon 
this review, we can see as clear as 
day that because of the different at- 
titudes among various circles in 
Japan on this subject, we can fairly 
conclude that for the "time being 
‘Japan will remain neutral. By the 
way, T should advise two things 
First, to conclude any alliance in- 
cluding Russia would “not serve 
Japan's interest. Second, it is quite 
impossible for Japan to take part on 
any side of the war before she ends 
the present hostilities. with China 

‘Regarding the United States, my 
prediction is that the U.S.A.” will 
ultimately join the war on the side 
of Great Britain and France, the only 
question for speculation being the 
time factor. The reasons for saying 
that the United States will not keep 
neutral as stated as follows: First, 
Great Britain and France are fighting 
for the fundamental principles of 
democracy and international law, and 
the US.A,, who also stands for these 
principles, should not let Great Bri- 
tain and France alone undertake such 
‘Secondly, a great num- 
ber of American people sympathize 
with the Allies, especially among the 
Intotectua elas. "Such attude on 
the part of people will  ultimatel 
fored the Government to, modify ite 
neutral 
fas clear as day that Gre 
France fight for America. ‘Their do- 
feat would mean the victory of totall- 
tarlan régimes. If the Old World is 
dominated by either Nazism or Com- 
‘munism, the governments in the New 
World are without doubt subject to 
be threatened. For the sake of 
moeraey, of friendly countries, and 
of US.A’s own Interest, 1 dare to 
raw. conclusion that’ history will 
repeat itself and Roosevelt will be a 
Second Wilson. As regards the time 
factor, there are two things which 
may hasten the Washington govern 
ment to take action. ‘The first is 
when Russia, Italy and Japan no 
Tonger keep neutral and ‘join the 
German side. The second is_when 
Germany repeats her _ unlimited- 
submarine policy so as definitely to 
endanger the rights of American 
people on the High Seas. 

Tn & word, Russia will continue 10 
keep neutral as far as her relations 
with Great Britain and France are 
concerned, for her interest lies not to 
patticipate in war. Ttaly will also re- 
main neutral in order to prevent Rus- 
sia's influence from penetrating into 
the Balkans. Japan, for the time 
elng, will still remain neutral, be- 
‘cause to settle the "China Incident” 
is her main plank today. The U.S.A. 
though now in the position of 
neutrality, will again take part in 
war, for the simple reason that the 
present war is a war to. "make the 
World safe for “democracy.” And, 
therefore, T conclude that in this war, 
Great Britain and France are sure to 
gain another victory. But 1 hope 
that peace will not be another "Ver- 
sailles Peace !"

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Shanghai’s Milk : 
Question of Pasteurization 


To the Haitor of the 
“Nonru-Citxa Dany News" 

Smt have read with much in- 
ferest’ the letter from Dz. J. G. 
Lepwioy In your issue of September 
124 pointing out the very. serious 
ftuation in connection with the milk 
supplies of Shanghal, which ace being 
distributed “in an. ‘apparently most 
Jcontaminated form, though we all be- 
lieved and folt an’ assured degree of 
Jconfidence that all was well with the 
milk whieh is daily offered to Us, and 
have been relying pon our Muni- 
cipal Health Department to see that 
their well-defined rules and  regula- 
tions were being carried out dail 

‘According to Dr. Leowipoe th 
Inot so, and his letter must surely 
peal to the general public who are 
Jdatly using mille that fs not proper 
ltrom some or many of the Shanghal 
Jdairies in their daily routine worle of 
pasteurization, ‘There assuredly ap- 
[pears on the face of it the unmistal 
Jable position of faulty pasteurization, 
lor perhaps faulty and unclean me: 
[thods of drawing the milk from the 
Jaairy cows—whether it be done by 
mechanical or hand labour makes 
very little difference. ‘The bacteria 
Jeontamination is there, evidently, and 
[the pasteurization has not been ef- 
fective, proving in. itself that. the 
milk has’ elther never been pasteu- 
ized or the pasteurization given is 
glaringly faulty.

This Dairy is foreign-owned and 
under” foreign supervision. Yet, 
from what T see at least four times 
dally, when passing this ostablts 
ment, Tam rather surprised, that 
there are very fow epidemics here 
Jdue to the dirty methods used in 
obtaining and distributing milk: | the 
house itselt (or rather a bunch of 
old dilapidated shacks) is dirty: 
inside and out; the various shacks, 
where the different departments of 
the Dairy are located, in addition to 
containing machinery ‘etc, are used 
for the night. as sleoping quarters 
for the Chinese staff; the staff itself 
(both Chinese and foreign) are 
unkempt to the extreme, and are 
usually dressed in white overalls, 
which are dull-srey from diet

‘Church “has no power whatever to 
exclude its own Supreme head. 

‘On this question of the primacy of 
‘the Pope let me cite several scholarly: 
theologians or historians, all of whom

‘Atter referring to his report Dr. 
Gauntlet stated “The body appeared 
to be that of a medium-sized, mid~ 
dle-aged Chinese male, There wi 
‘a bruise or abrasion on the red mar- 
in of the upper lip and some blood 
jot and a simall wound on the centre 
‘of the gum, beneath it one, or pos 
sibly two, teeth were missing. 

“The appearance of the: lip and 
gum was consistent with a recent 
Blow “which had" knocked out oF 
fproken one or two teeth, There was 
Ino sign of bleeding trom the nose, ears 
‘or eyes and no evidence of injury to 
the head, trunk or limbs, except the 
Injury to the mouth deseribed above, 

“On opening the chest, the right 
side was found to be full of blood, 
Which had come from a small 
Fupture of a large aneurisnt of the 
arch of the aorta, the main artery of 
the | body. ‘This aneurism — was 
caused by gradual weakening of the 
walls of the artery due to previous 
disease and would have been pre- 
sent for a long period, more than six 
months before death. Any person 
with such an aneurism would al- 
ways be lable to sudden death from 
rupture and internal haemorrhage 
catised by exertion or strain raising 
the blood pressure sufficiently to 
burst the already thinned and 
weakened wall and such a rupture 
is the natural termination of most 
Jeases of aneurism in this position. 

“In this case the exertion of taking 
part in a ‘ight, the heavy impact on 
the ground, if knocked down, the 
[sudden impset from a heavy blow in 
the mouth or even the exeitement 
‘of a quarrel or an effort to defend 
himself may have been the doter- 
mining factor in producing the 
rupture, From the large size of the 
Joneurism and the thinness of its 
walls, it is very unlikely that the 
deceased could have lived for more 
than a few months at the longest 
unless living as a complete invalid. 
‘The remainder of the organs appear. 
‘ed to be free from obvious disease.” 

‘Answering Mr. H. A. Rocks, for 
the defence, Dr. Gauntlett stated 
that Sub-Insp. Cumming did not tell 
hhim that accused. had ‘come to the 
scene of a quarrel and that an as- 
sault had ensued. He added “Inspec- 
tor Cumming seemed to know very. 
Uttle about Jt at that time.” After 
hhis evidence’ had bien read over, he 
said the normal size of the aorta 
‘was from one to one and a half 
Inches seross while the dilatation 
was the size of two fists. It was 
the largest he had ever seen. 

‘Mr. Torry William Robert Wilson, 
employed in the Land Office, P.WD. 
identified {wo plans which had’ beet 
made under his supervision at the 
Fequest of the police. One showed 
the layout of Lane 74, which ran 
info Baikal and Yangtstepoo Roads, 
while the other was a key plan 
showing the roads in the district, 

Det.-Sub-Insp. Cumming (recalled) 
said that the body of the Chinese 
fying in Lane 74, opposite House 63, 
was moved to the Japanese Naval 
Hospital, North Szechuen Road ex- 
tension.’ Arrangements were made 
with the Japanese naval authorities 


had died 
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for an English ‘doctor to be present. 
at the autopsy. Dr. Gauntlett was 
‘asked to altend and’ witness accom- 
panied him to the hospital and back. 

Prob.-Sergt. Eduard Meyer of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police sald that 
in the early hours—between 2 am. 
‘and 3 am=—of September 9, he was 
east to west on Wayside Road. When 
he approached Lane 73, whieh ran 
between Baikal and Wayside Roads, 
he noticed a crowd of Chinese in the 
Baikal Road entrance. 

‘He immediately proceeded to 
Baikal Road and in the entrance of 
Lane 74 he noticed about 20 to 20 
Chinese, who were arguing and 
shouting. In order to see what was 
the matier he alighted and there he 
saw accused, whom he knew very 
well, standing in the middle of the 
crowd, being’ pulled about, 

Witness smmediately. went towards 
accused and asked him what was the 
matter when he also saw Mr. Kop- 
stein, whom he knew as an assist- 
‘ant to Mr. Morris. After being 
questioned ‘Morris told witness that 
he had been involved in a fight, All 
the Chinese at the time were shout- 
ing “He killed him." He then. in- 
formed accused and others that they 
would have to go and investigate 
and they approached a Chinese lying 
in the middle of the alleyway about 
100 yards from the entrance, his 
head pointing south and his geet 
north, i 

Prob.-Sergl. Meyer added that he 
told Morris ‘that they would have to 
0 to Wayside Police station but 
when they tried to leave they were 
prevented from doing so by ‘two 
Japanese soldiers. ‘Witness told 
them that he was a police officer but 
all efforts {o got Mr. Morris and the 
‘other people ‘to the station failed, 
He then told them to stay in the 
alleyway while tie went to make a 
report. 

‘Aiter leaving the scene witness 
rove to Wayside Police station and, 
with two Japanese probationary ser- 
geants and a Chinese detective, r0- 
turned to the scene, Answering’ Mr, 
G, H. Wright, for’ the prosecution, 
witness stated that the. body was 
near the dack entrance of House Of 
In answer to the eries of “He kill 
him,” Morris told witness that he 
had hit the Chinese three times and 
he had collapsed. 

‘Max Kopstein, aged 20, whose 
evidence in German ‘was translated 
by the previous witness; told the 
Registrar that he " worked | with 
‘Morris although he was not connect- 
fed with the Public Health Dept. On 
the evening of September 8 he was 
in the Cafe Colibri, 18 Broadway, 
with a Mr. Li, whe worked In the 
‘office of accused. 

‘While they were there Morris came 
im and they had several drinks to. 
gether, They stayed there until about 
10 o'clock when Morris, and another 
Englishman whose name he did 
not know, Li and himsolf, went to 
Hongkew Police station to get drinks 
at the canteen, They stayed at the 
canteen until it closed. 

From there they went by ear to 
Broadway when they went inside a 
cafe, Here they had more drinks 
and from there they went to other 
cafes when the other - Englishman 
left the party, “Morris, Li and him- 
self then left the Cafe Carioca, 
which was the last cafe visited, and 
walked along Baikal Road and turn= 
ed right Into a lane, 

Answering Mr, Wright witness 
sald that ine could not remember 
exactly what happened as he was 
drunk. He gelioved that the Chinese 
showed Morris a door but he could 
not remember whether the Chinese of 
Morris opened it. All three went in- 
side where they’ turned round once 
‘and walked out without anything hap= 
pening. ‘The place was a brothel, 
he said, and there were a few girls 
inside and he saw a Chinese, who 
was sweeping the floor. He did not 
know him. 

‘Witness added that he believed Li 
spoke to the Chinese although  no- 
body touched him while they were 
inside, When they left the place 
witness went out first and waited for 
‘Morris and Li to follow. He tumed 
around and’ saw Morris hit the 
Chinese, who had been sweeping the 
floor. Asked how many times Mor- 
ris struck the man, witness sald "Not 
more than five times.” He did not 
know whether the man stumbled ‘or 
was felled by a.blow but he was 
lying on the ground. He added that 
he noticed a Chinese hawker and his 
Stall but saw nobody else, 

After the Chinese had fallen to the 
ground they walked away, crossed 
Baikal Road and went up the lane 
‘opposite until they got to Wayside 
Road. Here Morris said. goodnight 
‘nd added that he was going home. 
Witness then ‘stated that he sald to 
Li “Isn't it better that we go and 
see what has happened to the Chi- 
nese as ae was bleeding from the 
mouth." ‘This evidence’ was” dis: 
allowed by the Registrar and a 
protest was registered by Mr, Reeks, 

Continuing his. evidence witness 









































said they went back to the -same 
Tone again as he thought they might 
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be able to Help the Chinese. ‘They 
walked to the Baikal Road entrance 
Dut could not get any further be- 
cause of a crowd of Chinese, one of 
‘whom “Jumped on Li and. fit him. 
‘Seeing that Li was on the ground he 
went to get assistance and he saw 
Mortis walking home near Studley

attempting to. pull me along. and 
shouted "Someone is in trouble jn a 
Tane along the road. Mr. Morris you 
‘must come and help.” 

“I resisted his pulling and replied 
‘1¢ anyone is in trouble at this time 
of night it Is not my business to 
interfere. Tam going home.’ He still 

inued to pull me by ‘my coat 
‘and shouted “It is your fore 
‘man Lee. There are about 50 people 
fighting in the lane, and they might 
murder him. You must come Mr. 
Morris. Please you must come. 

“T gave way and ran with him to 
the lane, We ‘ran into the lane, 
which T now know to be Lane 74, 
Balkal Road. Some distance inside 
the lane, about 30 yards, I observed 
‘a erowd of 20 to 30 Chinese blocking 
the lane, I pushed my way into the 
crowd with the intention of stopping 
the brawl in which my foreman was 
involved, T had no intention of 
Aghting myselt. 

“In the centre of the crowd I saw 
foreman Leo being altacked and 
struck by several Chinese. I shouted 
to Lee to back away and put the flat 
ot my left hand on the chest of a 
Chinese whom T assumed to be the 
Fingleader, holding him beck with 
the palm of my left hand. “As I did 
this a Chinese, whom T now recogn- 
ze as the first witness, Zung Teh- 
zung, struck me a heavy blow be 
hhind'my right ear, Another Chinese 
fon my left also struck me and the 
Chinese, whom I took to be the ring~ 
Teader, was striking at me from the 
front. 

“T knocked Zung ‘Teh-zung back 
against the wall of the lane, at the 
same time warning the ringleader to 
Mop attacking me. T then pushed 
back the Chinese, ‘who was hitting 
me from “my ‘left side, again 
warning the ringleader to stop 
Aghting. He failed to do so, but con- 
tinued to strike me on my ‘right and 
Jeft sides. I then felt others altack- 
Ing me from behind, again warning 
the ringleader to stop. I warded off 
his blows with my forearms and as 
there was no sign of his ceasing, for 
self protection against the mob, I 
struck the ringleader three times, 
holding my punches, but suMeiently 
hard enough to prevent him further 
attacking me. 

“As Lstruck him the third time he 
foll back, not to the ground, but into 
the arms of olher Chinese standing 
bchind him. They immediately drag- 
xed him away and all fighting ceased. 
['then shouted to Kopstein and Lee 
to get out of the lane, my intention 
being to take Lee to Wayside Police 
station where his dispute could be 
settled, "The three of us walked to~ 
ether towards the entrance without 
Interference. 

“AS we approached “the lane en- 
trance on Baikal Road a Chinese in 
the southern part (Yangtszepoo end) 
of the lane shouted ‘One man is 
dead’ We were prevented from 
Teaving the lane by a crowd of Chin- 
ese at the Baikal “Road entrance. 
‘They had heard the shout of ‘One 
man is dead.’ We walked back into 
the lane for a distance of about 50 
yards past the scene of the fight and 
there faw a Chinese male whom T 
previously presumed to be the ring- 
Teader, lying on the pavement of the 
lane, 

“We walked about in the Jane for 
a few moments and two Japanese 
roldiers and a foreign Shanghai Munl- 
cipal police ‘officer in plain clothes 
arrived simultaneously. We waited 
there for a few minutes while the 
foreign policeman went to Wayside 
Police station for help. Shortly after- 
wards the Japanese Naval Landing 
Party arrived and placed us under 
escort in House 56." A few minutes 
Tater o detective-sergeant from Way- 
fide Police station arrived and took 
verbal statements from Lee, Kop- 
stein and myself.” 

Following a submission by Mr. 
Wright that bail should be increased 
while neeused was awaiting trial, Mr.

Being desperate, Li went to an 
oplum-smoking house in Boone Road 
Jast winter and tried extortion but 
‘as his demand for money was turned 
down Livshot the manager and 
fled. On that very night he went 
to a watchman friend In Ningpo 
Road presumably for the purpose 
‘of borrowing money.

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LAMALAND POLITICS 
By Tuserax 


A somewhat cruel tragedy has overtaken 
the small mission to Tibetans at Tsakalo on 
the left bank of the Mekong. Dr. and Mrs 
Bare, former members of the Christian 
Mission at Batang, some yeurs ago found it 
possible to reside at Tsakalo, territory direct- 
ly under the Government ‘of Lhasa. Pére 
Nussbaum had been there for some years 
where the French mission had a station for 
70 years. ‘The Catholic Mission suffered con- 
siderable persecution and some of their mis- 
slonaries were murdered, but the work made 
progress and a small church was built up. 
While Tsakalo was under Chinese authority 
the French mission bought land and in it 
they placed their Tibetan Christians. As the 
church grew and members increased, “more 
and was secured till 30 years ago there was 
quite a Catholic colony at Tsakalo. Five or 
six years ago a border incident occurred 
between the Chinese and the Tibetans over 
the demarcation of the frontier. Pending 
confirmation from the Central Government 
‘whe Yangtze was accepted by the two States 
as the border between China and Tibet. The 
‘Yangtze, like other rivers, makes many twists 
in this part of the world, so a little twist 
threw Tsakalo, formerly in Chiriese territory, 
into the Land’ of the Lamas. Gen. Teng ac- 
complished this but it was entirely a pro tem 
arrangement between the two governments 
and apparently still holds good. 

Pére Nussbaum woke up one morning to 
find himself in the peculiar position of being 
the only foreign missionary in Lamaland. 
‘When the Lhasa authorities discovered that 
the new frontier had thrown in a preacher 
of the Christian religion they at once set to 
work to remove him. But this was not easy. 
Pore Nussbaum was a German in a French 
mission with a Chinese passport in Tibetan 
territory, “He refused to leave his little flock 
wanless superior force was used. Force was 
used but the brave pére stood by the Tibetan 
Christians, ‘The Lhasa Government then 
tried other means, one of which was to con- 
fiscate the mission's land and property ; an- 
other was to hinder the Tibetans attending 
worship, while another was to cut off the 
pore's supplies. All failed, however, and 
Pore Nussbaum showed the lama authorities 
‘that neither force nor intrigue could move 
him. “He bravely stuck to his guns and wore 
the ‘Asiaties down, not a very easy thing to 
do. ‘The Lhasa ‘authorities now consoled 
themselves with the fact that the pére and 
the mission had been there a long time, $0 
why not let them stay. At times it looked 
as if the lamas would win and the priest 
would have to move bag and baggage back 
on to Chinese territory. Pere Nussbaum, 
however, proved to be a stubborn and deter- 
mined German and was not quite prepared to 
eave his little flock simply because the Lhasa 
authorities demanded him to do so. 

‘This year Dr. Bare at Tsakalo was joined 
by Mr. and Mrs Edgar Nichols, four children, 
and two American nurses ; and last year two 
young Norwegians joined him; making a 
total community, including childven, of six- 
teon. For a time missionary life in the Land 
of the Lamas seemed to move along quite 
smoothly, The Lhasa representatives were 
continually changed and among those who 
ame and went were a number of young Eng- 
ish-speaking Tibetans who had been trained 
in the Darjecting Public High School. ‘These 
‘men occupied their positions for a few months 
and then went to other appointments 
fon the Roof of the World, While in Tsakalo 
they made themselves very friendly with the 
American doctor and his wife and it looked 
‘as If the mission might be allowed to remain 
jin the Land of the Lamas. It was dis- 
covered that the Darjecling Public High 
School boy had very little influence in the 
Forbidden Land and Dr. Bare soon became 
conscious that his stay in Tsakalo (Yeng- 
ching—the salt wells) was being discussed in 
Lhasa and that probably he would have to 
‘move on. Very soon the Tibetans informed 
him and his party that their residence in 
‘Tibet as missionaries was undesirable and 
that they would need to move to Yunnan or 
‘Szechuan, Adentsi or Batang. This firm an- 
nouncement came as a terrible blow to this 
young, hopeful mission. Politics and re- 
Tigion were the two main factors but there 
‘wore others that were not mentioned. Unless 
Lhasa was prepared to admit their presence 
and their mission and grant them Tibetan 
passports permitting their residence, their 
position in ‘Tsakalo seemed untenable. 


It is very probable, in the first place, that 
had Pére Nussbaum not been in residence at 
‘Tsakalo the American missionaries might not 
have been allowed into Tibetan country. 
With the German priest already in occupa- 
tion, and the arrival of a company of Nor- 
‘wogian and American missionaries, the Lhasa 
Government was taken by surprise and at a 
loss just what to do. There was another 
factor that. somewhat disturbed the Lhasa 
authorities—the American and Norwegian 
missionaries were young and had great ambi- 
tions for the conquest of the Land of the 
Lamas; Gartok and Chiamdo were already

down on their maps, and with the friendly 
attitude of the Lhasa appointed oficials, they 
‘saw themselves preaching the “good news" 
all over the Forbidden Land. Apparently ten 
of the sixteen are now in Batang and in a 
somewhat difficult situation. Dr. and Mrs. 
Bare had so far not left Tsakalo. 

Pére Nussbaum of the Missions Etrangers 
has now the privilege and the honour of being 
the only foreign missionary in the Forbidden 
Land. ‘There are missionaries resident in 
‘Amdo, Jarong and Kham, nominally Tibetan 
country; and there are missionaries all 
round the Roof of the World, but Pére Nuss~ 
baum of the French mission is actually the 
only foreigner and teacher of another religion 
within the Land of the Lamas. ‘That Lama- 
ism tolerates his presence is no sign what- 
‘ever that the country is slowly opening up 
to the influence of Christianity. Pére Nuss~ 
baum would be forceably or politely invited 
to leave Lamaland by the Lhasa Government 
if it could be done without any loss of face 





‘or prestize. 
His position within Tibet is somewhat 
anomalous from any standpoint. Trade agents 





and government officials come and go, but 
Nussbaum's position is now something. like 
‘Tennyson's little brook. Under what pass- 
port is this lonely pére now secking protec- 
tion ; or is he simply trusting God and keep- 
ing his powder dry? He is a German in a 
French mission, with a Chinese passport, and 
resident within the Frobidden Land. Has the 
Lhasa Government, as well as permitting him 
domicile, offered him protection? If an in- 
justice is done to this pére where is his 
‘court of appeal? Will Lhasa judge his ease 
in any local uprising? It may be that the 
Jamas are simply waiting til this poor, lonely 
pére dics and then call the deal closed. It 
may be, however, that the arrangement is 
with the mission and not with the loeal priest 
and in that case the Missions Etrangers is a 
permanency in what is known as the Great 
Closed Land. And if so can the Lhasa gov- 
ernment grant to the French what it with- 
holds from other nationals? No doubt the 
Jama authorities have discussed the question 
from all points, and time will only reveal 
what they still have up their sleeve. 

‘The financial situation in Batang, from a 
missionary standpoint, demands something 
like aeroplane assistance. So far no ordinary 
means of transportion can be found. We 
have been trying for nearly one year to get 
‘$500 in to a young evangelist there and have 
0 far not succeeded. ‘The new arrivals in 
Batang are calling out for coin, more coin, 
and not a dollar can be sent in. From a 
‘commercial standpoint Batang has no trade 
whatever and financially there is no money 
in the place. Formerly, when the garrison 
was paid, there were thousands of dollars on 
the street and money was not so difficult. 
But with no commercial enterprise between 
the two border cities missionary residence in 
Batang becomes quite a precarious adventure. 


‘That Tibet, the Land of the Lainas, will 
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There’s No Telling ! 


Where there is Chinese rule. throughout 
Sikang the lamas are more or less friendly 
and offer little if any opposition. ‘This is not 
80, however, on the right bank of the Yangtze. 
‘There the Jama rules and no one elsé. The 
lama may be friendly to the visitor, that 
provided he speaks his language, but he 
makes no effort to disguise the fact of his 
deep and abiding hatred towards his religion, 
Lamaism and Christianity have no common 
ground and no common point of contact, be~ 
ing as some people maintain, one a system 
of light and the other a system of darkness ; 
fone advocating social intercourse, the other 
“closed dor.” 

‘The Missions Etrangers has just closed its 
yearly conference. Once, each year, these 
lonely follows gather together and discuss the 
dificulties and problems that confront them 
in their work. ‘This year, including Bishop 
Valentin, fiftcen French priests met in confer 
ence and while the mectings were in session 
the old bishop, who has been on the frontier 
for over 60 years, would sometimes drop in 
to see how things were going. He could 
not hear very much and it was a disturbing 
clement to try to make him do so. Among 
those attending the conference this year was 
a distinguished Tibetan scholar, Pére Gore 
has made an intensive study, of the Tibetan 
language for 30 years and is now probably 
the greatest language authority on the fron~ 
tier. He is the author of several books on 
Tibet, including a number of books dealing 
with” the Tibetan language. He is now 
working on a Tibetan dictionary and revising 
some of his other books. Attending the con- 
ference were three French priests who had 
been recently home in France: Pére Gore 
who has just returned, Pére Gratton (the 
angler priest) and Pére Charrier from Mow- 
kung. Individually these fellows look strong, 
‘and fit and their lives of loneliness in no way 
affect their cheerfulness. ‘They are men of 
character and determination and the chair- 
man of this Catholic Conference must be a 
man of tact, wisdom and resourcefulness. 

Fortunately they have all these characteris 
fics in Bishop Valentin; but with them his 
ask is not easy as these priests come to the 
conference from mission stations where they 
have been monarchs of all they survey. 
Eleven months in a longly outpost i v 
inelines these men to an imperious “sit down 
please.” . There is, however, about them a 
healthy "cheerfulness which makes these 
yearly conferences a time of inspiration and 
refreshment.

‘organization for several years and in 
1936" was Ohio's “favourite son” for 
the Republican presidential nomina~ 
tion, His name never formally came 
before the convention because of the 
band-wagon rush to Alf Landon to 
whom the Ohio, delegation actually 
had been pledged, 

He proclaimed that huge spending 
by the government tends to deter 
rather than inspiré recovery as 
claimed by the administration.

William Howard Taft, spent in, the 
White House. In 1914, Sen, Taft 
married Martha W. Bowers, daughter 
of former Solicitor General Lloyd 
Bowers, and she stumped the State 
for her husband in his 1998 cam- 
Paign. ‘They have four sons. 

Tn carrying Ohio in his frst try, 
Sen. Taft became a potential can- 
didate for higher Republican honors. 
His ability to go into the conve 
with the votes of the Ohio delegation 
in his pocket, however, was threaten- 
ed fora time by the availability of 
Gov. John W. Bricker for the nomina- 
thon, 

Tt looked early in the spring as 
though the two would battle it out 
for the delegates, with the Ohio 
Republican headquarters reportedly 
favoring the governor. But on July. 
25, this threat disappeared when 
Bricker said at a press conference 
‘that “any assumption that T've been 
a candidate for president or working 
for it simply is not true. 

It Sen, Taft wins the nomination, 
he probably will encounter opposition 
from some forces within organized 
Inbor. Ohio delegates to the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen's quadren- 
nial convention asked the Brother- 
hood on May 18 to bring about Sen.
